Chairman Doughton (D-NC) said 
the committee probably would vote 
later in the day on the Rum l plan 
which proposes to skip a tax year 
as a means of transition to a cur­ 
rent collection system. 
The approval of source collection 
endorsed the action of a sub-com­ 
mittee which worked out a methoa 
tor pas-as-you-go collections against 
America’s 44,000,000 individual in­ 
come taxes 
The subcommittee b y passed the 
issue, raised by Rumi, and it is 
'.his question that the full commit­ 
tee was to consider later. 
Two Republican members of the 
25-member ways and means com­ 
mittee, 
Representatives 
Gearhart

The current collection mechani- 
cisms approved by the committee 
today cover inome from all sourc­ 
es. 
Under the plan, all taxpayers 
must file their 1942 returns and 
pay the first installment bv March 
15 and the second installment by 
June 15.
